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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 use §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
daiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. In claim 15, the recitation that the trench dielectric 

material comprises nitrogen species is unclear given the preceding recitation that the 

dielectric material may be selected from a TEOS or an oxide. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this tide, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sidll in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 15-20 are further rejected, insofar as understood, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Mandelman in view of Divakaruni, Puchner and Rengarajan 
et al (5,940,717). As stated in the previous rejection, hereby incorporated by reference 
as to the description and teachings of Mandelman, Divakaruni and Puchner, the general 
structure of the invention is taught by the cited art. The new reference to Rengarajan is

cited to teach that the use of a TEOS dielectric material used to fill a trench isolation 
region is well known in the art. See, for example, the recitation at col. 1 , 1.50 and FIG. 2 
where Rengarajanuses-a-TEOS-materialto-fill-the-trenchras-Glaimed.
